STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims in their present amended forms have overcome the prior art of record, 
including the newly found art to Curry (US Patent No. 3,890,242) because none of them 
teaches, discloses or suggests the kit for a fabric article consisting of the recited 
components, in particular wherein the coordinated elements, i.e., the perfume and the 
anti-microbial active, are the same and are present at the same level in the laundry 
detergent composition and the fabric treatment composition. Even though Vinson, Trinh 
'933 or Trinh '378 teaches similar perfume compositions, and even though Curry 
teaches antimicrobial compounds which are added to granular built synthetic detergent 
composition (see col. 13, line 56 to col. 14, line 6) or fabric softening compositions (see 
col. 18, lines 5-22), there is insufficient motivation, direction or guidance in combining 
the laundry detergent compositions, fabric conditioning or dryer sheet compositions in a 
kit or a dispensing system like that of Cheok wherein the perfume and antimicrobial 
active are the same and are present at the same level in the laundry detergent 
composition and the fabric conditioning or dryer sheet.
